We  quote  from  it  below  in 
order  to  remind  you  of  this  regula- 
tion : 

"We  are  hereby  setting  up  a  regula- 
tion whereby  the  State  Park  Superin- 
tendents are  to  see  that  no  visitors 
or  employees  of  the  State  Parks  De- 
partment fish  by  means  of  fish  bas- 
kets or  trot  lines.   We  are  a  con- 
servation department  and  there  is 
not  very  much  conservation  or 
sportsmanship  in  catching  fish  in 
this  manner . 

"If  a  person  cannot  fish  in  State 
Park  lakes  by  means  of  an  ordinary 
fishing  pole,  then  that  person  is 
not  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of 
having  State  Park  lakes  which  are 
stocked  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  good 
sportsman. " 

Please  see  that  this  regulation 
is  strictly  adhered  to  this  year.
